Now that the place of Hindi as the official language of the Indian

Hindi, the official language, is to be a link language. It shall not 
replace the regional languages in so far as the medium of instruction 
in the States is concerned . It shall only be a medium of communica 
lion between the Centre and the States, and between one State and 
the other and a medium of intercourse between the people of different 
States. Therefore Hindi as a link language shall have to be under 
stood and developed distinct from Hindi as a regional language. 


Further , if Hindi as the official language has to grow into a 
inedium of communication or intercourse it must be a simple and 
commonly understood language. It can be so , provided it grows by 
cnriching itself with words and expressions from all the Indian lan 
guages mentioned in the Eighth Schedule of the Constitution and 
gives up its leaning towards Sanskrit.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Bill seeks to implement the constitutional provisions under 
article 98 ( 2 ) to regulate by law the recruitment and the conditions 
of service in the Rajya Sabha Secretariat. It also seeks to remove 
certain existing anomalies in the pay scales and the conditions of 
service of various categories of posts as they exist under the rules 
in force for the time being .

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 3 of the Bill deals with the set -up of the Rajya Sabha 
Secretariat. The Secretariat will consist of officials of various 
categories as are enumerated in the First Schedule to the Bill. 


Clause 13 deals with the payment of the City Compensatory 
Allowance to various categories of the staff . 


Clause 14 deals with the payment of house rent allowance to 
those officials for whom no residence is provided . 


According to the pay or scales of pay attached to each of the 
post specified in column 1 of the Second Schedule to the Bill , 
recurring annual expenditure , inclusive of allowances, honoraria , etc ., 
is estimated at Rs. 25 ,00 ,000 only .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


According to the Constitution of India any citizen of India who is 
twenty -one years of age or above and is included in the electoral roll 
is eligible to vote in an election either to the House of the People or 
to the Legislative Assembly of a State . There is a demand that this 
age of eligibility should be reduced to eighteen years . Under the 
law , a person becomes an adult when he is eighteen years of age . 
Though we have accepted adult franchise in the Constitution , per 
sons below the age of twenty - one are not allowed to vote and thereby 
participate in the functioning of the democratic institutions of the 
country . It is not proper to debar millions of youngmen and women 
of our country from exercising their right of franchise by keeping 
the age- limit at a higher level. 
Fience this Bill.
